DETAILED ACTION 

1. This Office Action is in response to amendment filed December 11, 2003. Claims 1-17 
are currently pending and are under examination. 

2. This application has been filed with informal drawings which are acceptable for 
examination purposes only. The font size in figures 1 and 7 are small Formal drawings will be 
required when the application is allowed. 

The application having been allowed, formal drawings are required in response to this 
Office Action. 

Specification 

3. Acknowledgment is made to the amendment to the specification to properly indicate 
trademarked term and include the generic definitions of this term. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. Upon review of the Applicants response the 35 U.S.C. 103(a) rejections for claims 1-17 
are withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-17 are 
allowable. The prior art of record does not teach a pharmaceutical composition useful for 
treating heart transplant rejection in mammals, which composition comprises the disclosed non- 
peptide CCR1 receptor antagonists with a sub-nephrotoxic amount of cyclosporin A. The closest 
prior art, Grone et al. teaches reduction of vascular and tubular damage during acute renal 
transplant rejection using a modified peptide CCR1 and CCR5 receptor antagonist. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
